THE C'KUELEST TEACHER. 


IB it not pathetic that mankind 


still needs whipping by such a calam- 
ity as the recent infantile paralysis 
epidemic to be awakened from its in- 
difference to the need of preparedness 
against just such epidemics? 
Is it 


not a sad commentary on our public 
intelligence that innocent victims must 
die that others may live? And is it 
not discouraging to know that our 
lessons need to be learned over and 
over again through pain and sorrow? 


Two great truths stand out con- 


cerning the recent infantile paraly- 
sis epidemic. 
The first is that feat 


still constitutes a more effective guide 
to right living than does knowledge 
and reason. The second is that there 
is a great, slow, needless and com- 
monly unnoticed waste of life going 
on which exceeds in the number of 
victims those of the sensational epi- 
demics. 


In New York, where over two thous- 


and died from infantile paralysis, the 
general death rate was barely effect- 
ed. Why 1 Because, for every child 
who died of the disease, another was 
saved from other preventable causes 
that would have received no attention 
in "peace times." Read the following 
comment from "World's Work" which 
is not edited by a doctor nor a "Health 
Crank." Perhaps it may help some to 
learn a lesson without being knocked 
down by the death or crippling of their 
own children. 


"Ordinarily, health workers have 


difficulty in persuading the people to 
follow the simple rules of hygiene, 
but. 
fear of infantile naralysis has 


this year provided an effectual stim- 
ulus. 
Tenement houses have never 


been so clean, food has never been 
kept so free from polution, medical 
advice has never been so carefully 
followed, and parents have never been 
so careful about keeping their chil- 
dren free from contagion. 


"Tenements have been constantly 


inspected, streets regularly flushed, 
violations vigorously punished, health 
leaflets have been distributed and 
read by thousands, civic organizations 
and newspapers have given endless 
attention to health matters. All of 
these 
energies 
were 
concentrated 


upon one infection, yet the result has 
been to make the city cleaner and 
more wholesome and, despite a devastr 
ating epidemic, freer from disease." 


Let us, in Wisconsin, begin now to 


erect barriers against infantile par- 
alysis and other preventable diseases 
which will kill and cripple, if neces- 
sary, to gain our respectful attention.

Mrs. Helen M. Youmans of Wauko- 


sha Gives Enlightening; Address 


Before Woman's Club. 


The federal amendment now before j 


Congress granting suffrage to women, 
and the measure which the Wiscon- 
sin Woman's Suffrage 
Association 


will present to the Legislature this , 
winter were among the main topics 
presented by Mrs. Henry M. You- 
mans, President of the 
Wisconsin 


Suffrage Association, in her talk be- 
fore the Stevens Point Woman's Club 
at the regular meeting in the library | 
club room on Saturday. 
| 


Mrs. Youmans stated that the -fed- 


eral amendment providing suffrage 
for women was first conceived by 
Miss Susan B. Anthony, one of the 
pioneer suffrage leaders, forty years 
ago. Even at that time Miss Anthony 
realized the difficulty of converting 
every other man in every state and 
one man besides in every state to a ' 
belief in votes for women. She look- 
ed back in history and noted that as 
each class of men had been enfran- 
chised 
such 
enfranchisement 
has 


j come not through the effort of 
the 


electorate but by legislative or par- 


j hamentary action. Furthermore, the 
men of a whole race, millions in num- 
ber, 
had just been enfranchised by 


federal amendment in the United 
States. 
' 
Miss Anthony secured the intro- 


! duction of the federal amendment in 
! Congress in 1878. It has been be- 
i fore every Congress since that time, 


I has twice been voted ,upon in 
the 


Senate and only once in the House 
oi Representatives. The vote in the 
Senate in March J914 was, yeas 35, 
nays 34. In the House, where the 
vote was taken Jenuary 12, 1915, the 
vote was, yeas 174, nays 204. Wis- 
consin had the distinction of giving 
the poorest vote for woman's suffrage 
of any northern state, with the single 
exception of Vermont. Of the eleven 
Congressmen irom Wisconsin only 
two voted for the bill, Mr. Nelson of 
the third district and Mr. Frear from 
the tenth. 


i Mrs. i'oumans stated that the a- 
mendment is likely to come up dur- 
ing the present short session of Con- 
gress, and possibly before the holi- 
day recebs. The National American 
Woman's Suffrage Association has a 
large lobby of distinguished women 
m Washington at the present time 
trying to force the bill to its passage. 
Mrs. Ben Hooper, of Ofahkosh, chair- 
man of the Congressional Committee 
in {Wisconsin, is now in Washington 
assisting that lobby. Mrs. \oumana 
made the prediction that when the 
vote is again taken that the record 
made by Wisconsin the previous time 
will be decidedly changed. She pre- 
dicted that 
V, isconsm would give 


four, possibly five, votes in favor of 
the amendment. 


The 
woman's 
suffrage 
measure 


which will be introduced in the Leg- 
islature of Wisconsin this winter will 
provide that the women of the state 
be given an opportunity to vote for 
presidential electors only. 
Such 
% 


measure as this rests upon a provi- 
sion of the Constitution of the Llmtecl 
otates which places the whole author- 
ity for the selection of presidential 
electors with the state legislatures, 
.therefore the measure does not have 
to go to the referendum of the voters. 
Illinois women secured the right to 
vote for president under this same 
section of the United States Consti- 
tution, and Illinois women voted by 
hundreds of thousands at the recent 
election. Mrs. Youmans assured her 
<a.uiiience of her belief that such a 
measure would be constitutional in 
this state. She urged her hearers to 
bring the woman's suffrage measure 
to the attention of the local Senator 
and Assemblyman and urge their 
favor for the bill, and also suggested 
that as much pressure as possible be 
brought to bear upon Congressman 
Browne of this district to secure his 
vote for the measure in the House of 
Representatives. 


That woman's suffrage follows man- 


hood suffrage, and is in line with the 
general democratic movement of the 
times was the mam argument of the 
address. "Manhood suffrage, which 
seems so natural to us," said the 
speaker, "has come slowly and pain- 
fully, always bitterly 
opposed bv 


those who already had the ballot." 
Ihere has been something in the way 
of representative government in Eng- 
land for centuries, the first meas- 
ure which gave any large number of 
Englishmen a part in the government 
having been passed in 1832. At that 
time the middle classes in England 
secured the ballot. The lower, the 
humbler people, had to wait several 
decades longer. 
Even in this land 


of the free, manhood suffrage was 
hardly conceived of by the pioneers, 
there being qualifications of sex. and 
race, and education, and property, 
and religion, and various other things. 


The speaker contended that women 


had the same natural reason to want 
to vote as men, and that their enfran- 
chisement was the next natural stpp 
in the progress of democracy. She 
thought it would give women an op- 
portunity to attend their traditional 
duties for the home and the child 
better than they have ever done be- 
fore. "When mothers and teachers, 
who have the charge of the child dur- 
ing the earliest formative years have 
ideals of citizenship, of community 
service, then" said the speaker, "we 
may expect a better type of citizen- 
ship than we have ever before had 
in this country."
